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Grant for hospice: but 
legal wrangle goes on

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WORK is due to start soon to create a hospice 
outreach centre - despite a continuing legal 
challenge about the use of the building that 
will house it. 

St Nicholas Hospice announced yesterday 
that it has received a £326,488 grant from the 
Department of Health to convert the Burton 
Centre, adjoining the library in Camps Road, 
Haverhill, into an outreach centre offering 
bereavement counselling, nursing support 
and a cafe. 

Haverhill Town Council has negotiated to 
take over the building, previously used as a 
youth centre, from Suffolk County Council to 
establish a youth hub for the town. 

Town Clerk Will Austin said while welcoming 
the hospice plan to establish a centre in the 
town, the council would continue to pursue its 
investigation of a possible legal challenge to 
the county council's decision to choose the 
hospice, as being contrary to its own policies. 

A barrister is advising the council at a cost of 
£2,500, and will consider whether an injunc¬ 
tion should be sought to prevent the hospice 
starting to convert the building until the issue 
is resolved. 

The news that the hospice’s funding bid had 
been successful was announced by Norman 
Lamb, Minister of State for Care Services yes¬ 
terday, following the decision made last 
Thursday by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s Development Control Committee to 
unanimously approve the hospice’s plans for 
the centre. 

The Hospice plans to turn the under-used 
Camps Road building into an outreach centre 


where people and families living with life¬ 
shortening illnesses, such as cancer, heart 
failure, multiple sclerosis and motor neurone 
disease can access a range of services without 
having to travel to the Hospice’s main site in 
Bury St Edmunds. 

Proposals include counselling and therapy 


rooms on the first floor, while planned servic¬ 
es include bereavement support, advice, med¬ 
ical and nurse clinics, complementary thera¬ 
pies, faith networks, group support for patients 
and carers as well as a drop-in centre. 

Barbara Gale, St Nicholas Hospice Care Chief 
Executive, said: “I am delighted St Nicholas 


Hospice Care has been awarded Department 
of Health grant funding to enable us to turn 
the Burton Centre into an outreach centre and 
better serve the community of Haverhill. 

“Our development of the Burton Centre will 
be the first hospice outreach centre in West 
Suffolk. 

“We have chosen Haverhill because of the 
large population and its growing need for 
more services for those at the end of their lives 
and in response to local requests.” 

A new lift and stairwell will give better access 
to the first floor, while the building and its 
facilities - including meeting rooms, activities 
space and offices - will be available to current 
users of the building and the public by prior 
arrangement. 

The centre’s cafe will also remain open to 
everyone, creating a social meeting point with 
a new external patio for everybody accessing 
services or visiting the centre. The library will 
continue to occupy and operate from its half 
of the building. 

Haverhill Town Council had initially object¬ 
ed to plans to include a shop in the outreach 
centre, but the retail element was removed. 
Concerns were also raised 
about the loss of the com¬ 
munity facility and the 
impact of increased 
deliveries and collec¬ 
tions. 

The committee 
agreed that the plans 
would promote the 
vitality and viability of 
the town centre and not 
lead to the loss of a com¬ 
munity facility.

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New River of Life 
church is approved 


A NEW church and community centre 
has received planning consent, despite 
fears that it could cause noise distur¬ 
bance and parking problems. 

Members of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council’s development control commit¬ 
tee meeting approved the River of Life 
Community Church’s plan for the build¬ 
ing on land at the junction of Chaplewent 
Road and Sperling Road, Haverhill. 

As well as providing a place of worship, 
the plan includes a 350-seater auditori¬ 
um, plus a cafe, offices, conference facil¬ 
ities and a creche. 

The church, which currently meets in 
schools and other halls, will now set out 
to raise more than £3million needed to 
pay for its own building. 

Haverhill Town Council supported the 
plan, but raised concerns about whether 
the 80 parking spaces allocated would 
be adequate for the size of the building. 

The council received 45 letters of objec¬ 
tion from neighbours who were unhap¬ 
py with the size of the building and felt it 
was not in keeping with the local area 
and would spoil the architectural look of 
Chapelwent Road. 

Those who objected were concerned 
about increased activity in the area lead¬ 
ing to an increase risk in vandalism and 
crime. It was also described as looking 
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like a “bingo hall or commercial retail 
unit”. 

Residents also said the building would 
give no direct benefit to the local com¬ 
munity and mean the loss of an area 
used by children to play in. 

It was felt the area would be better 
served by a community centre. 

However, councillors were told that 
Highway authorities were satisfied that 
the parking provision for the building 
was adequate. 

In order to determine the existing 
background noise levels, noise monitor¬ 
ing had been carried out on two separate 
occasions at a Sunday service. 

Consent was granted subject to 
conditions, including a noise 
limiting device being installed 
inside the building and an 
acoustic screen provided in 
the car park. 

The report said it would 
provide a community facili¬ 
ty in a sustainable location, 
with links to public trans¬ 
port routes. There will also 
be bike racks provided and 
shared transport schemes to 


reduce cars visiting the building. 

The report to councillors concluded: 
“The proposed use is not considered 
likely to lead to an increase in anti-social 
behaviour or vandalism as it will result 
in a vacant site being brought into use, 
with activity in the area deterring 
crime.” 

The River of Life church in Haverhill 
has rising congregations and supports 
the Reach charity in Haverhill, which 
runs the town’s thriving Lood Bank and 
Lurniture Bank, as well as providing free 
debt counselling for families in finan¬ 
cial difficulties. 

The church carried out its own consul¬ 
tation in April and May last year, includ¬ 
ing a postal survey of 590 homes around 
Chaplewent Road, and concerns had 
been considered in designing the build¬ 
ing. 

Pastor Paul Turner said on the 
church’s website: “As a growing 
church we have a vision to build 
a Church Community Centre 
on Chapelwent Road. 

“After many hours of plan¬ 
ning and consultation we now 
have a scheme that we feel 
reflects the needs of the church 
and that will benefit the commu¬ 
nity.”

Drag raid on show 
society’s chairman 


POLICE raiding the home of a town’s 
annual show society chairman found a 
small amount of cannabis in the hallway 
and a carving knife in the front of his 
car, a court has heard. 

Mick Driver, 58, appeared at Bury St 
Edmunds Magistrates Court on Tuesday 
where he admitted charges of having a 
bladed article and cannabis resin at his 
home in Elmhurst Close, Haverhill, in 
fanuary. 

District fudge Celia Dawson told him 
she was dealing leniently with him 
because of his early guilty pleas and the 
fact that he was essentially a man of 
good character. 

She said: “If I thought for one moment 
that you had that knife in your car to use 
it on anybody else, or for self defence, I 
would be considering locking you up. It 
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would be an extremely serious matter. 
However, I do accept the explanation 
given by your solicitor.” 

Driver, who is the main organiser of 
the annual Haverhill Show, was fined 
£50 for possessing the knife and £25 for 
possessing the cannabis, plus £100 costs. 

Lesla Small, prosecuting, said the mat¬ 
ters came to light because police execut¬ 
ed a search warrant on Driver’s home. 
He was not home at the time, but when 
he arrived in his car, officers noticed a 
large knife on the front dashboard and 
arrested him. 

He volunteered information that there 


was a small amount of cannabis in the 
property and handed it to police. When 
interviewed, Driver said he had found 
the cannabis and suspected it belonged 
to the teenage daughter of a woman who 
had been staying with him. 

Claire Lockwood, for Driver, said: “He 
found the cannabis in his home and was 
very concerned about it. 

“He has never been a drug user and he 
intended to confront the teenager he 
suspected had put it there.” 

The knife was part of a carving set he 
acquired in a house clearance. He had 
used it to scrape ice off the windscreen 
of his car. 

After the hearing, Driver said: “I was 
only trying to help people. I expect it will 
finish me as chairman of the Show 
Society.” 


Police appeal to pet owners after woman is bitten by dog 


A POLICE officer is urging owners to muz¬ 
zle their pets after she and another 
woman were both badly bitten in separate 
incidents. 

Police Community Support Officer Kayla 
Packman was bitten earlier this year by a

The woman, who was a dog trainer, told 
police that when she confronted the 
owner, he denied that his dog had bitten 
her and walked away. 

PCS0 Packman said: “This was a nasty 
injury and we ask owners to muzzle the 
dogs in public if they bite.”

Heads ‘can’t afford’ 
basic school repairs

HEADTEACHERS in Cambridgeshire are 
seeing their school buildings crumbling 
around them because they cannot afford 
to make basic repairs. 

More than £22 million worth of repairs, 
such as replacing flaky paint and rebuild¬ 
ing dilapidated playgrounds, need to be 
carried out at the county’s council-run 
schools over the next five years. 

That sum does not even the include the 
unmet maintenance requirements of 
academies, which account for all but two 
of Cambridgeshire’s 30 secondaries, who 
have to apply to the “lottery” of repairs 
funding from the Government. 

Caroline Derbyshire, headteacher of 
Linton Village College and chairman of 
Cambridgeshire Secondary School 
Headteachers, said the situation is “scan¬ 
dalous”. 

She said her school’s capital funding for 
maintenance was reduced from £90,000 a 
year to under £20,000 when the 
Government slashed the building and 
repairs pot two years ago. 

The problem is exacerbated by the fact 
that county schools are about to get the 
worst basic funding level in the whole 
country. 

She said: “The fact that our schools are

already so poorly funded at a per pupil 
level makes this situation especially chal¬ 
lenging. 

“Schools in other counties have signifi¬ 
cant funds carried forward year on year 
which enable them to contribute to build¬ 
ing projects. 

“This is beyond the scope of 


Cambridgeshire schools. The unfairness 
of this is scandalous. Funding for educa¬ 
tion in this country is a postcode lottery.” 

She said money is going to building new 
schools to cope with rising populations 
while schools “are having to cope with 
deteriorating buildings”. 

The school field at St Paul’s Primary 
School in Cambridge, which has capital 
funding of just £7,000 a year, is becoming 
a hazard, according to Cambridge MP 
Julian Huppert, because they cannot 
afford to fix the problem of rubble emerg¬ 
ing through the soil. 

Ex-Cambridge teacher Geoff Fewtrell, of 
the NASUWT union, said: “Having been a 
teacher for years and years you get used to 
not being in plush conditions, but when 
you’re talking about boilers not working, 
pathways not properly main¬ 

tained and roofs not 
being fixed it 
becomes a health 
and safety issue for 
everyone.” 

A county council 
spokesman said 
many of the £22m 
worth of repairs 
are non-urgent and 
scheduled over the 
next five years.

CHEMISTRY students paid a visit to leading local 
Biotech company Genzyme, as part of their A

Spectroscopy (NMR) to analyse a sample of sugar 
and learned about the work that Genzyme is 
doing in the development of treatments for dis¬ 
eases such as Cystic Fibrosis. 

Dr Wolstenholme-Hogg, who runs the NMR lab, 


discussed some advanced concepts with the stu¬ 
dents including Quantum Mechanics, cutting 
edge NMR analysis and Genetic Engineering. 

All three students are hoping to study Chemical 
and Biological Sciences at university in 
September and the visit was a chance for them to 
see how the things they are learning in lessons 
relate to ‘real life science’. 

Castle Manor Assistant Principal, Matt Gill, who 
accompanied the students on the visit, said: 


“Today’s visit provided a fantastic opportunity for 
students to experience the real applications of 
science. 

“Last week we had Biology students visiting a 
lecture at Cambridge University to see the aca¬ 
demic side of science and this week we were 
able to see the commercial side. 

“These experiences really bring studies to life. 

We thank Genzyme for their hospitality and look 
forward to more visits in the future.”

PLANS to demolish two industrial buildings 
and replace them with a house, at Lime 
Stable Yard, North Street, Hundon, have been 
received by St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council. 



Controversial plans 
for turbine approved 


A CONTROVERSIAL plan to put up a 78 
metre high wind turbine on farmland 
has been approved, despite strong 
opposition. 

Farmer James Sills had his application 
for the site at Chilton Street, Clare, 
approved by St Edmundsbury borough 
Council’s development control commit¬ 
tee meeting last Thursday. 

He has also submitted a similar plan 
for land at Nosterfield End, just outside 
Haverhill, which has already provoked 
opposition from local residents, the 
National Air Traffic Service and 
Haverhill Town Council. It has yet to be 
considered by planners. 

A report before the committee said 
objections to the Clare site had been 
received from English Heritage, who 
feared the turbine would harm the set¬ 
ting of nearby Clare Castle. The Colne- 
Stour Countryside Association said it 
would “create an indelible scar on the 
landscape, visible for miles.” 

There were also objections from the 
Dedham Vale and Stour Valley project, 
Suffolk Preservation Society and the 
Clare Society. 

Parish councils opposed to the plan 
included Clare, Stoke by Clare, Ashen, 
Hundon and Kedington - which ques¬ 
tioned its viability as wind speed at the 
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site was significantly less than at other 
available sites. 

Clare Parish Council said there had 
been a complete lack of consultation by 
the applicants with local communities 
and organisations and it had only 
become aware of the application when it 
arrived at the council office. 

It noted that no consultation had taken 
place with Suffolk Highways Department 
and said given recorded damage to list¬ 
ed buildings, homes and businesses 
from existing HGV traffic using the 
A1092 through Clare, further assess¬ 
ment should be provided. 

It questioned how 422 additional deliv¬ 
eries to the site, as well as delivery of 
the 28 metre long turbine blades, 
could be accommodated with¬ 
out severe disruption to road 
users and residents. 

The Stop Turbines Over 
Clare Action Group submit¬ 
ted a 55 page objection report, 
concluding that the levels of 
energy could be provided in a 
far less intrusive way and that 
the harm to the surrounding 
conservation area would not be 


outweighed by its benefits. It said the 
plan was not needed to meet national 
energy producing targets, it would result 
in significant harm to the character and 
setting of listed buildings and negative 
impact on wildlife including birds and 
bats, as well as noise that would be det¬ 
rimental to health. 

The report to the committee said the 
application had to be considered on its 
own merits, not on the merits of wind 
farms in general. 

It was felt that the turbine would only 
represent a small part of the extensive 
landscape character, with views of it 
limited. 

Detailed reports concluded that the 
scheme would not be harmful to wild¬ 
life, aviation, cultural assets, tourism or 

to the wider locality. 

The planning officer said: “In 
conclusion, the proposal will 
result in a development that 
whilst visible, will not be so 
injurious to the visual ameni¬ 
ty of the locality as to justify a 
refusal of permission in this 
instance.” 

A previous plan by BT to put 
up turbines in Clare was aban¬ 
doned after wind levels proved 
it not economically viable.

FAMILIES have been getting creative 
to help produce designs for a flag 
festival in June. 

Children and adults went along to 
a flag felt workshop at Haverhill Arts 
Centre on Saturday to start making 
up some designs for the town’s first 
Flag Festival. They were invited to 
learn the ancient art of felt making 
at the workshop, which followed an 
earlier one in March. The first work¬ 
shop consisted of making individual 
pieces of felt to learn the techniques. 
The second workshop was to make 
colourful bunting embellished with 
beads and sequins, based on a 
theme of butterflies and flowers, 
which will then be used to decorate 
the Arts Centre. 

Haverhill Town Council’s Flag 
Festival will see Haverhill Town 
Centre bedecked in flags, pennants 
and bunting this summer. The town 
council decided to organise the 
event after receiving many compli¬ 
ments on its flag displays around the 
town last year, as part of the Jubilee 
and Olympic celebrations. 

A designer from the Design Office 
will use the designs produced to 
make four large flags based on the 
four seasons. 

Town Clerk Will Austin said: “The 
people who came along had a lot of 
fun. We wanted to involve as many 
people from the community as pos¬ 
sible and if the festival is successful, 
we may well repeat it in future 
years.” 


New health group - 
but no more services

A NEW health service body, which has 
taken over responsibility for Haverhill, 
has appointed a GP from the town on to 
its board but has no immediate plans to 
provide any extra services. 

The West Suffolk Clinical 
Commissioning Group took over from 
the former Primary Care Group on April 
1 and is responsible for 25 surgeries 
across the county, including Haverhill. 

Dr Rosalind Tandy of the Christmas 
Makings Surgery has been appointed as 
board member responsible for the 
Haverhill area. 

The new group’s chief operating officer 
Dr Ed Garratt had talks with Haverhill 
Town Council last year after residents 
protested strongly about the closure of 
the town’s walk-in Crown Health Centre, 
despite the fact that it had attracted 
more than 22,000 visits in just over a 
year. 

Representatives of the former PCG 
were confronted at a public meeting 
after saying the centre was too costly to 
run and had failed in its aim to reduce 
the number of Haverhill patients going 
to A & E departments. 

Residents said this was because it did 
not have promised x-ray facilities and 
demanded better health facilities for the 
town, including reinstatement of its out- 
of-hours doctors base on weekdays. 

The town’s health centre in Camps 
Road has recently undergone a major

renovation project, but no new 
facilities have been provided 
there. 

Dr Garratt said: “The CCG 
have supported the local GPs 
during the period following 
the closure of the Crown, 
including adding extra funding 
to support the transition to the 
new arrangements. 



“We are also working closely with the 
ONE Haverhill Board to map all the 
existing health services and health 
needs in the town. 

“Part of that work includes the ONE 
Haverhill Board putting together a leaf¬ 
let for residents to provide a directory of 
local health services. 

“Harmoni is commissioned to run its 
out of hours services with a base in 
Haverhill and this remains the case. The 
health centre, which has been recently 
revamped, houses a wide-range of 
healthcare services including mental 
health support, physiotherapy, podiatry, 
health visitors and district nurses. There 
is currently no plan to provide x-ray ser¬ 
vices in the town.” 

Dr Tandy has worked at the 18,000 
patient practice in Haverhill since 2006. 

She said she feels the people of 
Haverhill are often disadvantaged by 
poor transport links, social deprivation 
and by being on the borders of three 
counties. 

She said: “It is important that 
the population here have a voice 
when it comes to health care 
provision, and I feel passion¬ 
ate about helping to provide 
this. 

“We have a large healthcare 
team around Haverhill, and I 
feel it is important that all 
members are supported and 
included so that we can work 
together during times of change.”

Jail drug 
smuggler 
sentenced 


ATTEMPTS to smuggle illegal 
drugs into a Suffolk jail are an 
increasing problem, a court has 
heard. 

Ipswich Crown Court was told in 
a bid to tackle the issue, prison 
authorities were treating it 
“extremely seriously” - resulting 
in would-be smugglers ending up 
appearing before a judge to be sen¬ 
tenced. 

Conor Hughes, 21, who handed 
over cannabis to an inmate 
because he wanted to give him a 
present last November, was given a 
16 week prison sentence, suspend¬ 
ed for a year, and ordered to do 100 
hours of unpaid work. 

The court was told Hughes had 
packed the drug inside a blue bal¬ 
loon, along with a strong-smelling 
foodstuff, in a bid to thwart possi¬ 
ble detection. 

Prosecutor Godfried Duah said a 
CCTV operator monitoring visit¬ 
ing at HMP Highpoint at 
Stradishall, near Haverhill had 
seen an inmate place something 
in his mouth and make an unsuc- 
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cessful attempt to swallow it. The 
prisoner then removed the item 
from his mouth and placed it in his 
shoe, where officers later found a 
wrap of cannabis. CCTV images 
showed Hughes handing over the 
balloon to the inmate. 

Hughes told police: “It was me. I 
brought a little wrap of weed with 
me.” He said he had purchased the 
cannabis for £10 for his friend, 
who was unaware that he was to 
receive it. 

Mr Duah said that because 
smuggling into Highpoint was an 
increasing problem, Hughes had 
been charged with breaching the 
Prisons Act rather than the Misuse 
of Drugs Act. 

For Hughes, from Grays, Essex, 
Alan Barker said: “He was simply 
trying to give a gift to a friend, a 
rather stupid act of friendship of 
which he didn’t appreciate the 
gravity. He has had a rude awaken¬ 
ing.”

ANGUISH: Helen Abduldayem tells her story 


Caught in President Assad’s brutal crackdown on his own people, Helen was forced 
to leave the city where she raised her children and return to her home town of 
Cambridge. ALICE RYAN heard her story. 


S TARING at her computer in 
disbelief, Helen Abduldayem 
couldn’t wrench her eyes from 
the screen. Watching a video on 
YouTube - of Government forces 
gunning down rebels in her Syrian 
hometown of Homs - she’d spotted 
her son, Danny, at the heart of the 
action. His head shaved, his torso 
bare, he calmly sat down in the 
middle of a roundabout - smack in 
the line of fire. 

“I kept playing it over and over 
again, thinking ‘That’s my Danny’,” 
remembers Helen. “The three people 
behind him were hit, but incredibly 
he wasn’t... to see someone you love 
putting themselves in such danger is 
terrifying. Absolutely terrifying. But I 
also felt very proud that my son was 
standing up for what he believed in; 
that he was standing up for what’s 
right.” 

Born and raised in Cambridge, 
Helen had been living in Syria for 
almost 20 years when violence broke 
out between those loyal to the ruling 
Ba’ath Party and those wanting to 
oust it. Homs was, she explains, “very 
much my home: it’s where I raised my 
children, where so many memories 
were made”. But when Danny, her 
middle son, was declared a wanted 
man - then gunned down in a 
botched assassination attempt - 
Helen and her family were forced to 
flee. 

“Danny was out there on the 
frontline,” she explains. “Whenever 
he heard the gunfire starting up, he’d 
be out of the house before we could 
stop him: he wanted to do his bit. 

He’d seen more than 30 of his friends 
- boys his own age, in their early 20s 


- killed right in front of him; I could 
understand why he felt so 
passionately. 

“Among other things he’d been 
getting medication to the rebel forces 
by motorbike. The government knew 
what he was doing and I absolutely 
believe he was shot deliberately. He 
was standing on the street, a car 
pulled up, a gun was fired out of the 
window and he was shot, right in the 
stomach. 

“He was taken to hospital and his 
friends made a barricade; at that 
time, activists were going into 
hospital with a gunshot wound to the 
leg and coming out with a gunshot 
wound to the head. He was treated 
within 20 minutes, then we got him 
out and into hiding. 

“We realised we had no choice: we 
had to get out. We knew that, if they 
couldn’t find Danny, they’d come 
after his younger brother and sister 
instead. So we packed up and left, 
with nothing but a bag each. 

“It might sound odd, but I felt like I 
was letting the Syrian people down. 
They’d welcomed me, taken me into 
their lives, and here I was - leaving 
them in their hour of need.” 

After years of living in fear under 
President Bashar al-Assad’s 
repressive regime, the people of Syria 
first took to the streets in the March 
of 2011. Spurred on by the Arab 
Spring rebellions in neighbouring 
countries, which saw leaders toppled 
in Tunisia, Egypt, Yemen and Libya, 
the tipping point came when a group 
of children were tortured for spraying 
anti-Assad graffiti on the walls of 
their school. 

“These kids were 12,13,14,” says 


Helen. “The body of one boy, 
Hamzah, was returned to his family 
beyond recognition: his eyes had 
been gouged out, his genitalia 
chopped off, his skin burned with 
cigarettes. People across the country 
were moved to protest, not 
specifically against the government, 
but to demand change.” 

By the April, Assad’s military forces 
had been deployed to quell the 
uprising. In the face of open fire, the 
protests soon became an armed 
rebellion. “Nobody thought it would 
get so brutal so quickly,” says Helen. 
“Assad could actually have quelled 
the uprising - by giving the people 
what they wanted. But that didn’t 
happen, and the people refused to 
back down.” 

Helen met and married her Syrian 
husband Akram while he was 
studying English in Cambridge. The 
couple ran their own nursery in 
Homs. “Children were leaving our 
school at 5 able to speak English 
fluently. When I arrived in Homs, 
nursery schools had bars on the 
window; what I was introducing was 
the concept of learning through 
play.” 

Helen has four children of her own: 
Zyad, Danny and fannah, all in their 
20s, and Sammy, the baby of the 
family at 16. “I settled into Homs very 
quickly: the people were so nice,” she 
recalls. “In a lot of ways, it reminded 
me of Cambridge: it’s compact and 
easy to get around - and everybody 
knows everybody else!” 

Watching her adopted hometown 
being torn apart, and its residents 
turned against each other, was, 
admits Helen, ‘just awful’. “The

conflict is portrayed as a civil war 
between sects, but it isn’t: that’s 
something the government has tried to 
create. I know these people; I lived and 
worked alongside Christians and Muslims 
with no problem. 

“And probably 70 per cent of the staff at 
my school were Alouites [members of the 
same minority sect as President Assad’s 
family]. Now the Alouites are living in a 
separate part of the city, sending their 
children to school as normal, while the 
rest of the city has been flattened and its 
people forced to flee.” 

During the first months of violence 
Helen and her family stood firm in Homs. 
“I just kept driving around, wanting to 
see everything. I suppose in a way I 
wanted to bear witness. And I wanted to 
get the word out: I wanted the world to 
know what was going on.” 

The Abduldayems smuggled a string of 
journalists into the city, passing them off 
as job candidates: “My husband was 
pulled over several times, but he 
maintained they were teachers we were 
interviewing. They didn’t believe him. 

“On one occasion we were stopped and 
my husband and Sammy were dragged 
out and were about to be bundled into a 
car. My daughter and I screamed and 
screamed and I got my British 
passport and shoved it in 
their faces, saying ‘Just 
touch them and see 
what happens’.” 

Men and boys / 
were, adds Helen, I 
‘disappearing’ \ 
every day. And the 
rape of women and 
girls had become 
commonplace: “One 
morning a girl was found 
lying naked outside with her baby beside 
her. It was horrendous.” 

Helen says her faith helped her stay 
strong. Converting to Islam 23 years ago, 
she says she felt drawn to the religion 
after losing a child to cot death. 

“My husband wasn’t a practising 
Muslim, but when we lost our baby we 
both found Islam very comforting. In the 
hardest times of your life, it’s very 
comforting to believe that something 
much bigger than you is in control.” 

When the family left Syria, they went 
first to Egypt then on to London - but 
soon felt compelled to return overseas to 
“do whatever we could”. As well as 
assisting Western journalists, including 
CNN correspondents, they provided aid 
to Syrian refugees: “We’d fill cars and 
vans with bread and bottles of water, take 
them to the camps and throw them over 
the barbed wire on the Syrian/Turkish 
border.” 

Eventually, Helen says she had to accept 
the situation wasn’t tenable: “Sammy, 
who was 15 at the time, had been out of 
school for over a year. He’d come out to 
help us with the refugees, but the rest of 
the time he was playing computer games. 
What kind of future was that going to give 
him? So I decided to come back to Britain. 
It was a heartbreaking decision to make. 
How could I carry on with my life, when 
all these other mothers were stuck knee- 
deep in mud? It felt like a betrayal. And in 
some ways it also felt like a defeat.” 

Finding herself back in Cambridge with 
her two youngest children (Akram and 
Danny stayed behind, to continue their 
humanitarian and campaigning work), 
Helen was both homeless and penniless. 


The local authority said she wasn’t 
eligible for a council house, but could 
claim housing benefit if she found a 
property to rent. “I think that was the 
worst moment. I felt so frustrated I threw 
a cup at the wall: I just didn’t know what 
to do.” 

Scraping together a deposit, thanks to 
family and friends, Helen secured a 
house. “I had social services coming 
round to make sure I’d got a decent home 
for my son, and I hadn’t got any furniture 
- or any money to buy any.” 

That’s when she discovered Cambridge 
Re-Use, the charity which sells donated 
homewares to low-income families for 
bargain prices. “I managed to borrow 
some more money, came to Re-Use and it 
was amazing. Every single thing in my 
house - the furniture, the cushions, the 
linens, even the cutlery - came from 
Re-Use. They arranged for it to be 
delivered within the hour: by the time 
social services arrived, my house was a 
home.” 

And Re-Use gave Helen more than 
furniture: it gave her hope. “I walked in 
and broke down. We’d been through so 
much, and all I wanted to do was to create 
a home, a safe place for my children. I sat 
down on a sofa, with a lady either side of 
me, and they said ‘Don’t worry, we’re 
^ here, we can help’. They were 
amazing. They restored my 
faith in humanity.” 
Although English is 
Sammy’s second 
language, Arabic 
being his first, he is in 
mainstream school 
and doing well, 
expected to sit six GCSEs. 
W Although Jannah can’t get a 
place at university, because her 
certificates are stranded in Syria, she 
does translation work where she can. And 
Helen still works tirelessly to raise 
awareness of the Syrian conflict. 

She admits feeling angry about the lack 
of UN intervention: “If they’d provided a 
no-fly zone, it would have made all the 
difference: our forces are winning on the 
ground, but they don’t stand a chance 
against Assad’s aerial bombardment.” 

UN figures, released in February, 
estimate the death toll to date as between 
70,000 and 80,000. 

Helen is sure it far exceeds that figure, 
with thousands upon thousands of 
civilians currently ‘missing’. She has 
heard stories of underground prisons and 
even an extermination centre; it is, she 
says, “another Holocaust”. “In the future 
people will look back and think ‘Why was 
nothing done?’ It’s a tragedy.” 

Danny - who is well-known for his 
citizen journalism and has granted 
numerous media interviews, including to 
Newsnight’s Jeremy Paxman - continues 
to campaign against the Assad regime. 
And Akram continues to work on behalf 
of the Syrian refugees overseas. 

With her family so spread out, Helen 
admits she longs for the day when they 
will all be reunited - back in their home 
town of Homs. 

“I don’t want to take my children back 
into danger, but as soon as it’s safe I want 
to go back: I want to help rebuild the city 
and the country I love. 

“There are times when I feel 
overwhelmed, yes, but I’m always 
pushing forward. 

“You have to look forward. And you have 
to have hope.”

AS Michael Frayn’s farce Noises Off heads for the 
Cambridge Arts Theatre, Ella Walker speaks to one 
of the show’s stars, Saffron Walden actor Simon 
Bubb... 

"KEVIN Spacey came to see our first night/' says 
Simon humbly. "He was very nice to me - I'd had 
my big break out of the Old Vic - he was very 
proud that I was coming back for a show with 
them." 

The local lad - Simon grew up in Ridding 
Green, just outside Saffron Walden - is starring 
in Michael Frayn's Noises Off, alongside Neil 
Pearson, above. Put on by the Old Vic, it's a farce 
of face-aching, stomach-wobbling hilarity playing 
at Cambridge Arts Theatre this week. 

After throwing himself into school plays, the 
charming and eloquent actor went on to study 
English at Manchester University and got stuck 
into the drama society where "people just sort 
of said, actually you're good, you should try and 
train professionally". 

So he did, spending two years at what was the 
Webber Douglas Academy of Dramatic Art in 
London before trying his luck on the stage. 

It was the 24-hour plays, an idea introduced by 
Kevin Spacey, the Old Vic's artistic director, in 
2005 that offered him his 'big break' and well and 
truly kick-started his theatre career. 

"You've got actors, writers and directors, who 
have 24-hour periods in which to create several 
little plays from nothing," Simon explains. "The 
writers write it out of nowhere and the actors 
have to learn it and rehearse it and that night they 
put it on. They did it with celebrities and then they 
did it with up-and-coming people in the theatre so 
I auditioned for that and got in." 


It was a springboard that led to him working in 
a range of RSC and National Theatre productions, 
including St Joan with director Marianne Elliott, 
who was also about to start working on a little 
production called War Horse. 

"I'd always wanted to do something set in the 
First World War so I wrote to Marianne and said 
'Please think of me if you're casting'.'' Fortunately 
for him, she did - and Simon found all 6ft 3in of 
him cast in the uniformed role of Captain Stewart. 

"It was, yeah, it was just amazing," says Simon 
with a hint of wistfulness. "I remember the first 
day of rehearsals, we were all in the rehearsal 
room, and before we did anything they got the 
puppeteers to step inside and take the horses 
round the room. The whole room just went quiet 
and I think we, well I, realised then, that this might 
be something special. 

In Noises Off he plays Tim Allgood, the hapless 
company stage manager of Nothing On (the 
ramshackle play within the play). He first saw the 
play 10 years ago, and admits: "I've literally never 
laughed so much in the theatre. It's the funniest 
thing I've ever seen. I think it was just one of 
those things, when you've seen something like 
that you think it must be so much fun to be in. 

"It is an incredibly technically difficult thing 
to pull off. It's like learning a really complicated 
dance routine almost, because the whole of the 
second act is pretty much done in silence but has 
millions of little moves where everything has to be 
in exactly the right place."

The Place Beyond The 
Pines (15,141 mins) 

THE sins of fathers are 
revisited upon the sons 
in Derek Cianfrance’s 
doom-laden triptych, 
which reunites the 
award-winning writer- 
director with his Blue 
Valentine star Ryan 
Gosling. 

The Place Beyond 
The Pines is a slow- 
burning meditation on 
crime and punishment, 
which treats the morally 
flawed characters 
with sensitivity, never 
condemning them 
for their reckless and 
sometimes immoral 
actions. 

Violence begets more 
violence, dishonesty 
sows the seeds of guilt 
and regret; no one 
escapes the melee 
unscathed. 

Cianfrance's 
penchant for intimate, 
emotionally raw scenes 
serves him well here 
too and he elicits eye¬ 
catching performances, 
particularly from 
Gosling, which paper 
over the cracks in his 
haphazard plotting. 

The ambition and 
scope of this picture far 
exceeds Blue Valentine, 
which chronicled 
the breakdown of a 
marriage in painful 
close-up. 

However, for all of 


the sinewy plot threads 
and frenetic action 
sequences, including 
bank robberies and a 
high-speed motorcycle 
chase through a 
cemetery, it never quite 
revs its engine at top 
speed. 

Fearless motorcyclist 
Luke Glanton (Gosling, 
pictured) is part of 
a stunt show in a 
travelling circus. He 
moves from town to 
town, and potentially 
from girl to girl, without 
ever laying down roots. 

By chance, Luke 
learns that he has 
fathered a son by 
one former conquest, 
Romina (Eva Mendes), 
who has found herself 
a boyfriend, Kofi 
(Mahershala Ali), to 
provide stability for the 
infant. 

Luke plots to supplant 
Kofi as the man of 
the house and joins 
forces with a mechanic 
called Robin (Ben 
Mendelsohn) to raise 
the necessary cash by 


robbing banks. 

Luke gets a taste for 
life on the wrong side 
of the law and Robin 
warns his partner-in- 
crime to slow down; "If 
you ride like lightning, 
you're going to crash 
like thunder.'' 

Enterprising cop 
Avery Cross (Bradley 
Cooper) is in the right 
place at the right time 
to apprehend Luke 
during a botched 
robbery, and 15 
years later, the men's 
wayward offspring, AJ 
(Emory Cohen) and 
Jason (Dane DeHaan), 
are flung together with 
violent consequences. 

The Place Beyond 
The Pines is impeccably 
crafted and Mike 
Patton's orchestrations 
beautifully underscore 
the inner turmoil, 
although the 
140-minute running 
time sometimes 
feels like more of 
an indulgence than 
dramatic necessity.

Perfect 

for patio 

WONDERING what to put in your patio 
containers this summer? My pansies and 
violas are looking so forlorn I’m already 
thinking I’ll ditch them in favour of some 
higher achievers in this unpredictable 
British weather. 

Help is at hand, in the form of a new trial 
from Which? Gardening , the Consumers' 

Association magazine, which last summer 
tested 47 new varieties of plants for 
containers or hanging baskets, bought as 
plugs or young plants in April and then 
planted into suitable containers. 

The young plants were grown under 
cover until the threat of frost had gone and 
planted in container compost with added 
slow-release fertiliser. 

The trial found that the easy-care 
plants which produced plenty of blooms 
included Argyranthemum 'Yellow Empire' 

(Mr Fothergill's), a classic marguerite with 
bright yellow daisy-like flowers which - 
with some deadheading - produced masses 
of flowers throughout the summer. 

Another winner, which combined 
well with the marguerites, was Bacopa 
Atlas' (Dobies, Mr Fothergill's, Suttons), 
a blue and white variety which makes 
a background for blowsier plants in a 


plants 

power 

variety with velvety flowers, which 
continued to flower until the trial ended in 
October. 

If you want to grow flowers for cutting, 
have a go with Dianthus 'Green Trick', an 
unusual hybrid sweet William with large, 
fuzzy green heads, which last at least 10 
days in a vase. 

There are ways to help your patio plants 
along. Use big pots, if you can, so there are 
more nutrients for the plants to root out, 
and the more compost there is, the more 
water is retained. 

Water the compost thoroughly rather 
than little and often, to allow the water 
to seep deep into the pot and encourage 
healthy root growth, rather than just 
wetting the surface. 

Make sure your compost doesn't dry out 
because it can be difficult to rehydrate. If 
you are using hanging baskets or smaller 
pots, they may recover if you dunk the 
base in a bucket of water for a while, to 
allow the water to soak the compost from 
below.

vigorous grower, producing a plentiful mix 
of yellow and deep purple blooms and a 
succession of flowers despite heavy rain. 

Among the best rain-tolerant plants 
tested was the Pelargonium 'Pacific Black 
Knight' (Dobies, Suttons), an ivy-leaved
